Admiral Kautz, at the navy department. 
Assistant Secretary Allt-n says. As v>ill 
be observed, it contains no details con- 
c»rniug the reported trtouble at Apia- 
Even the date on wmch it i\as dis- 
patched from Apia is not given, but It 
is presumed that it left Samoa on the 
23d, 
the date upon which th* steamer 


which conveyed the pi ess dispatcher 
from Apia, to Auckland sailed. 


The dispatch of the ISth, to which 


Admiral Kautz refers, was not given out 
at the time of its receipt here, and e\ en 
now Secretary Allen declines to make 
it public. It is k«ow n, however, that it 
reported the admiral's arrival and gave 
a brief resume of the then existing sit- 
uation, which must have appeared some- 
what grave at that time, as the admiral 
reports that it had improved daring the 
interim. 


The dispatch of the ISth referred to 


by the admiral was in reality dated Syd- 
ney, the 16th, but the admiral had" no 
means of knowing the exact date upon 
which it would be forwarded from Syd- 
ney, but his calculation was that it would 
be dated upon the ISth. This dispatch 
probably left Apia, according to the cal- 
culation of the officials at the navy de- 
partment, on the 10th, and described the 
situation at that time. This was before 
the actual trouble which, according to 
the press dispatches, had been in prog- 
ress eight days when they left Apia on 
the2?d. 
"There is considerable mystery sur- 
rounding the statement given out today 
and the explanation offered, as it seems 
almost inconceivable that the admiral 
should have made no detailed report of 
the stirring events which were occurring 
during the eight days prior to the de- 
parture of the dispatch from Apia.

There is a glaring but perhaps un-

THE CflROTOE BEUEVES THAT THE 


FIGHT HOW OK IS OURS, 


WASHKGTOS, D. C., March 29th. 


Great interest ia manifested at the 


navy department over the outcome 
of the contact now going on between the 
several bureau chiefs as to where the U. 
8. S. Bileigh shall be repaired. There 
is determined opposition on the part o! 
Chief Melville of the engineer bure*i. 
Chief O'Neil of the ordnance bureau, 
and Chief Bradford of bureau of equip- 
ment, to sending the Raleigh to Ports- 
month, and the former is understood 


• o base bis opposition upon the ground 
that the Portsmouth yard has not the fa- 
cilities for making the necessary repairs 
to the engine*. Admiral Hichborn was 
very decided in his recommendation 
that the Baleigh should go to Forts- 
mouth, bat he failed to receive any sup- 
port from the other bnreau chiefs ana 
they all lined up against him—four ix. 
one. This caused.the admiral to snail' 
and there was a look in his eye that in 
dicated he was not opposed to a test oi 
strength. Their opposition did not de- 
ter Mm from going ahead on the line he 
had marked out, and pretty soon there 
were indications oi a fight ahead, for 
Hichbora had on bis war paint and was 
evidently anxious for the fray to begin. 
When doubts were cast upon the Ports- 
month yard having the necessary facil 
ities to do all the work required in sev- 
eral departments, Hichborn became mad 
and he astounded some of the other 
chiefs by submitting an offer that if the 
secretary would turn the Kaleigh ovsr 
to him he would repair her from stem 
to stern, give her new engines and boil- 
ers if necessary, without calling to his 
assistance any of the other bnreau chiefs 
*nd all the work would be done at the 
Portsmouth yard. In fact he maintained 
that the Portsmouth yard was the only 
yard now that could do the work within 
a reasonable time, the Norfolk yard 
having all the work it can do for twenty- 
seven months, and the New York yarc 
bjing barred out by reason of the recent 
destructive fire which destroyed its 
macine shops. 
The' secretary of the 


navy is reported as being much im- 
pressd with tha showing made for the 
Portsmouth yard,and officials iu the de- 
partment were offering yesterday to bet 
i hundred to ten that the Baleigh woulc 
be repaired at the Portsmouth yard, anc 
that the first of May would find her there. 
It is tha belief thmt the repairs and 
changes that are to be made will take 
fully a year and that thesa will involve 
an expenditure of more than $300,000, a 
sum which distributed among the me- 
chanics of Portsmouth and vicinity will 
add to the business prosperity of the 
old seaport town. 


The matter is not definitely settled 


yet and will not be without a sharp 
contest. Already there are hints thai 
the bureau chiefs opposed to the Ral- 
eigh going to Portsmouth will propose 
a compromise by agreeing to allow two 
smaller vessels be sent instead of the 
Raleigh, but Hichborn will not yield 
and his friends confidently expect him 
to win. The friends of the Portsmouth 
yard should not relax their efforts but 
strengthen Hichborn in the fight he is

Oxley's Telegraphic- lleasag?. 


Brwiffport 
Conn.. March 20.—The 


murder trial of Dr. Nancy Guilford <»p- 
cricxl at th« usual hour thin morning 
\\ith an attendance smaller thdn vu the 
two previous day*. The tomparatsvc 
Jack of spectators wag attributed by the 
rourt officers to the fact that ihc b<rn- 
eations of th- trial had temporarily dis- 
appeared \viib the voccltutiuii of the us- 
tlinonv of Harry Oxlt-y, to l>t> renewed 
only upon the appearance on the stand 
of Dr. Guilford in her own behalf. 


The tJr»t hour of today's proceeding 


dragged slow ly. with only now and then 
a dash of spUv in the testimony and oc- 
casional passages b«t \\ cen thtr opposing 
law yera. 


Police Captain Arnold was the first 


witness of the day. his cross-examina- 
tion being resumed at the point aban- 
doned yesterday. This testimony con- 
cerned chiefly the examination by the 
police of the ashes in the furnace at Use 
house of Or. Guilford. the only point of 
interest brought out being the witness' 
admission that one o* the buckles found 
wa« rusty when discovered. The de- 
feiose clung tenaciously to the import- 
ance of this point, claiming that it gave 
rise to the theory that the buckle had 
been in the furnace for some time, or was 
too old to permit of its connection with 
garments worn by Emma Gill. 


Some liveliness was lent to the exam- 


ination when on rs-cross-QuestSoaing 
the state attorney asked Captain Arnold 
concerning the Guilford bathroom. The 
witness stated that in the room he de- 
tected a pronounced odor. The prosecu- 
tor's inquiry as to the nature of this 
odor brought forth a perfect storm of 
objection from tho defense, whose at- 
torneys claimed that such testimonj 
could only find its place in the category 
of "expert" evidence, for giving of which, 
they asserted, the witness was incayable. 
The court sustained the objection and 
this evidence was ruled out. 


For some minutes at this point the 


lawyers for the defense bombarded the 
court with objections, and their points 
were held to be well taken. 


The second witness was George. A. DieL 


manager of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany. He identified the telegram sen: 
from Boston by Oxley to Mrs. Guilford 
It read: "Friend is away; let me know 
what you have done." He also identi 
fled the receipt signed by Airs. GuHford 
upon the delivery of th& message. On tht 
cross-examination he admitted that fr 
August he was not connected with th< 
Bridgeport Postal office as manager, anc 
thus knew nothing personally of the 
transaction. He was able, to testify as 
he did from the records of the telegraph 
omce. 


The Postal manager was followed bj 


one of the telegraph company messen- 
ger boys, whe identified Mrs. Guillord 
as the woman to whom he delivered the 
telegram. 


Funeral Director John Culiinan of thi? 


city was next called as a witness. Hv 
described the action of embalming fluid? 
used by him, and asserted that its only 
ettect vas to harden the remains. Hf 
said that he handled the remains of Em- 
nia Gill; that he used on these remains 
this fluid, and that it so hardened the 
head that "it could be thrown over a 
building without sustaining damage." 
lie asserted that this fluid could not 


chaijge the color of hair. 


The cross-examination of this witness 


produced t'ne first sensation of the day, 
when, for the first time in the course <xf 
the tiial, the identification of the vic- 
timss body as that of Grace Perkins of 
?.Tii2d!ebor0, Mass., iv as brought out. The 
cross-examination made no change in 
the funeral director's testimony until he 
was asked by counsel for Mrs. Guilford 
for the marks "by wnich the head wa? 
ider.tiriert. Among other things the •wit- 
ness mentioned a burn on the head 
which, apparently, had been made by a 
curling iron. He had discovered this 
mark when the head was first placed in 


<= care at the morgue, and later when 
s attention was called to it by Frank 


Perkins of Middleboro. 


At this point the state fought bitterly 


for the exclusion of any testimony in- 
volving this Perkins identification, but 
the defense succeeded ii» »ecuriivg the ad- 
mission of testimony by the witness to 
the effect that Culiinan had, upon the 
positive identification of the body by 
Frank Perkins as that of his daughter, 
shipped the remains to Massachusetts. 
The box containing the remains bore a 
burial permit, authorizing the transpor- 
tation and interment of the remains of 
Grace Marian Perkins."

The body was returned to Bridgeport,
